THE DEAD PRINCE. 
FUNERAL PROGRAMME. 

Loxpon, July 10.—The following are the 
official arrangements for the tuneral of the 
Prince Imperial: The admiralty yacht, the 
Enchantress, having on board the body, trans- 
ferred from the troop-ship Orontes, will reach 
the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich between 5 and 
7 o'clock Friday evening. The coffin will be 
carried ashore by seamen to an isolated octag- 
ona) dome-roofed structure used as an armory 
by the Kent Rife Volduteers. The joterior of 
the building, Which is only twenty feet in di- 
ameter, will be draped in black. The coffin will 
be opened immediately when it arrives here, 
and the corpse fermally identified. There will 
be afew watchers. Sentries will remain in the 
armory all t, with a strong guard of 
honor of the Royal Artillery outside. At 
about 5:30 Saturday morning the coffin 
will be placed on a gup-carriege, drawn by eight 
horses, and conveyed to Chiselburst, escorted by 
the Royal Horse Artillery. The whole distance 
wlll be traversed at a walking pace, the proces- 
sion reaching Camden House about 8 o’clock. 
The whole Woolwich garrison will proceed sep- 
arately to Chiseihurst to participate. Funeral 
belis will be tolled as the corpse leaves Wool- 
wien. On arriving at Camden House, the Lolfin 
will be carried by the officers of the artillery into 
the hall where the body of the Emperor lay in 
state. The ball will be draped in white. The 
corpse will remain until 11, during which time a 
mass of requiem will be celebrated in the pres- 
ence of a select party by Father Gordard, Chap- 
lain to the Empress. Officers will then replace 
the body on a gun carriage, and the procession 
will be formed, consisting of the first class of 
cadets of the Military Academv, with reversed 
arms; amounted band of artillery, and then the

THE MOURNERS 

are expected to include the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Connaught, and the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, besides French notables. The Church 
of St. Mary is distant only half a mile from the 
house, but the procession will follow a devious 
route, to avoid the declivities. 

THE CROWD. 

It is expected there will be a crowd of 100,000 
spectators present. The Fifth Lancers will 
keep the route open. 

SALUTES. 

Three batteries of artillery on the common 
will fire minute guns during the progress of the 
procession. The cadets will fire three rifle vol 
leys as the body enters the church. The of- 
ficers will carry the coffin from the gun-carriage 
and file out of the side door, leaving the remain- 
ing duties to the friends of the deceased. 

THE CEREMONIES 
will consist of a short mass, and will probably 
be concluded by noon. Thethgee chairs used 
by the Imperial familv have been placed inside 
the altar rail. The ex-Empress Eugenie will oc- 
cupy ber chair. The members of the Bonaparte 
family present will be stationed outside of the 
rail of the sanctuary on the right and left of the 
altar, and the members of the bousebold in 
front. 
The pavilion on the deck of the Enchantress 
has ‘been fitted up as a mortuary. 
The following are already at Chiselhurst to at- 
tend the funeral: The Duke and Duchess of 
Mouchy, the Prince Murat, M. Rouher, wife and 
daughter, and the Princess of Moskowa. It is 
probable that Prince Jerome Bouaparte will be 
present. Princess Clothilde and her sons will 
certainly be present. 

REFUSED PERMISSION. 
Parris, Joly 10.—Permission bas been refused 
to ex-Presideot MacMahon, Marshals Certain, 
Canrobert, and LeBoef, and to Admiral La Gra- 
viere to attend the funeral of the Prince Im- 
perial. 

THE BODY TRANSFERRED. 
Portsmoura, July 10.—A coffin containing 
the body of the Prince Imperial was removed 
from Orontes to the admiralty yacht Enchant- 
ress ats o’clock this morning. Minute guns 
were fired. Prince Murat was present. 

CASSAGNAC. 
Paris, July 10.—Paul de Cassagna has gone to 
England to attend the Mineral of the Prince Im- 
perial. 

EX-PRESIDENT MACMAHON MUST NOT GO. 

Dispaichk to Vincinnatt Enqutrer. 
Par, July 9.—Marshal MacMahon, who, 
since his resignation of the Presidency, bas lived 
quietly in his country house and kept entirely 
aloof from politics, asked perm to attend 
the fugeral of the late Prince Imperial at 
Chiselburst. His request was addressed to the 
Minister of War, as the ex-President still re- 
tains bis army rank, and was referred to the 
Cabinet. A special council was called, and the 
application rejected. The refusal was based 
upon the ground that similar requests by a 
number of distinguished officers had been de- 
nied, The aftair has created a great sensation. 
and is already discussed everywhere. The sec- 
tion led by Clemenceau, the Radical Deputy 
from Montmartre, support the action of the 
Ministry warmly; the Republicans of the Left 
Centre are disposed to look upon it as an insult 
toa man who bata few months ago was Presi- 
dent of the Republic; and the Monarchists 
unite with the rements of the Imperial party in 
stigmatizing it as an outrage, and denouncing 
M. Waddington and bis colleagues. The even- 
ing journals fear that it will have a bad effect 
upon the army.

THE CROPS. 

Lowpor, July 10.—John Joseph Mechi, a 
noted scientific agricuiturist, writes to the 
Times as follows: 

„Another week of flooding storms and low 
temperature has put a finishing stroke to the 
agricultural disaster. It is now too late for the 
crops to recover. They are considerably in- 
jured, even on well-farmed and drained lands, 
while on ill-farmed and undratued lands the 
matter is simply ruinous.

SOENE IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lowpon, July 10.—A scene occurred in the 
House of Commons to-night. When the House 
went into Committee on the Army pline 
bill, Sullivan, member for Louth, called atten- 
tion to a person in the strangers’ gallery taking 
notes of remarks of individual members, and 
asked by whose authority the person was there. 
It was rumored that the person was in the gal- 
lery in view of- repressive medsures against 
the Irish obstructives. The Speaker, baving re- 
placed the Chairm@ of the Committee, replied 
that the person was there on his authority. He 
explased that, owing to the delay 
of the Army dill, the minutes of 
the proceedings of mem bers should 
be more ample, but the notes taken would be 
wholly impartial. The person having left the 
House again returned, when the stormy discus- 
sion ensued. The person finally witndrew.

PRINCE JEROME BONAPARTE. 

Paris, July 10.—Prince Jerome Bonaparte has 
already virtually assumed the attitude of chief 
of the Imperialists. It was represented to him 
that committees were working in every de- 
partment and canton; susidized newspapers 
were advocating the cause of the Bonupartists, 
and that the faults of the present Government 
were being skillfully and vigorously turned to 
account when the death of the Prince Imperial 
came to check the great and well-managed or- 
ganization on the point of bearing fruit. Prince 
Jerome, who was only anxious at first to dvoid 
being exiled, bas become so strongly assured 
that bis hour will soon come that be is prepared 
even to go into exile. ;

Lowpon, July 10.— A Paris dispatch states 
that a decree has been published pardoning or 
reducing the p@hishment of 1,369 persons.

This ap- 
plies to the exiled Communists who belonged to 
the army. Ittis estimated that the measure 
will affect 30,000 persons. 
RUSSIA. 
CHINESE RALOBRS. 
Sr. Parerssyae, July 10.—The Russians sent 
a force of 200 Cossacks against the Chinese 
raiders at Kuldja. The Cossacks, however, 
hearing of the assemblage of a vastly superior 
force of Chinese, retreated.

RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. 


Lonpon, Juiy 10.—A dispatch ffom St. Peters- 
burg to the Daly News reports that dissenters 
from the Orthodox Church, hitherto unrecog- 
nized by the State, are to have entire liberty of 
worship. This affects 12,00, 000 of Russian sub- 
jects. 
ONLY A PARTIAL CONCESSION. 
St. Parersspure, July 10.—The dissenters 
from the Orthodox Church who have been ac- 
corded full liberty of worship are a sect known 
as the Old Believers.’’ The other dissenters 
will remain under the existing disabilities. 
THE ADMIRAL POPOFF HARD AGROUND, 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Lowpon, July 9.—News has been received 
from Odessa that the Admiral Popoff a Kus- 
sian iron-ciad circular monitor, and one of the 
most formidable vessels in the navy, is aground 
and seriously damaged. The Admiral Popoff 
was built in 1875, at Nicoiaieff, upou the same 
plan as the Novgorod und the Duke of Edin- 
burg. Her armor plating is eighteen inches 
thick, and she carries two forty-ton guns. She 
was constructed principally as a floating fortress 


for coast defense. 
MORE FIRS.

It was 
upon these known facts that physicians predict- 
ed that sporadic eases would appear this 
summer.

Milwaukee-Avenue Elevated Raliway. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

COA, July 10.— Please allow me a little 
space to call attention to an outrage proposed 
to be perpetrated upon the bolders of proverty 
within the city limits on Milwaukeesavenue. A 
franchise is asked for to build an elevated fil 
road on that street. 

Within the last ten years parties have invest- 
ed on the first 1,500 lots on the avenue about 
$2,000 a lot for the land, and at least as much as 
$3,000 on each lot for buildings. Here is the 
equivalent of 1,500 persons who have invested 
$5,000 each. Nine-trenthe of these buildings 
are stores, many dependent on the country trade 
that comes in on that street. What farmer will 
come in on a street with an elevated railroad 
over his team! 

The loss of that trade will destroy half the 
value of the property, and the noise and gen- 
eral obstruction will materially damage the 
other half. Who are to be the gainers! A few

Chicago Elevated Rall war. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, July 10 — Au article in the Times 
this morning commenting on the recent defeat 
in New York of Vanderbilt’s elevated railway 
scheme makes such gross misrepresentations in 
regard to the elevated roads now “in operation 
in New York, and such wild statements as to 
their ruinous effects upon the presente ond 
business interests of this city should they be in- 
troduced here, thata few words w reply and in 
defense of the project now under co ration 
by our City Council and the public generally 
seem to be called for from those who are friend - 
ly to the enterprise and look upon it as one 

t will be of the greatest benefit not only to 
property-owners on the proposed route, but to 
the whole City of Chicago. 

It is true that 9 of the 
“New York Elevat way” (the frst road 
duilt) bas been injured, and that residents along 
the line of the road are subjected to great an- 
noyance, but this road ie built over the side- 
walk, and the plan was found to te so objec- 
tionabie that other and better — ger away 
with many of the most objectionabie features, 
were adopted on the roads subsequentiy built 
in that city. 

But experience and Yankee ingenuity have 
suggested still further improyements in the 
operation of these so that to-day the 
streets in New York upea which they are run- 
ning are as free to the passage of vehicles,and 
toot passengers as any Olher streets iu the city, 
and more so than tuose occupied by street rail- 
ways. The smoke from the engine is all con- 
sumed, there is no dripping of oil or scattering 
of cinders, the track is so laid as to deaden the 
sound of the wheels, and there is no dia and 
clatter of passing trains.

either side ag to be pO annoyance to their occu- 
pants. The ment that the steam railwavs 
now running hourly and half-hourly trains to 
points beyond tne city limits can furnish ample 
accommodations to our citizens is best answered 
by reterring your readers to the crowded condi- 
tion of our atreet-cars, especially tuose on Madi- 
son street going west. There are thousands of 
people living ata distance of three and four 
miles from the busipess portion of the city wno 
cannot derive anv benefit from the steam rail- 
roads, but with au elevated railroad these 
and thousand more would be placed within ten 
or fifteen minutes’ ride of their places of busi- 
ness, that on a good seat in a comfortable 
car, re with the present modes ol convev- 
ance it requires from forty minutes to ove hour 
to cover the same distance, with the privilece of 
standing the entire time in or upon the plat- 
form of an overcfowded street-car. 

The elevated railway companies of Chicago 
ask ouly for a fair and candid investigation of 
their project by all who are interested in the 
growth and prosperity of the city, confident 
thata fair shuwing will convince even those 
whose property is threatened with ‘ confisca- 
tion”? that the proposed roads will be a benefit 
to all classes in the community, with the excep- 
tion, possibly, of those corporate monopolies im 
whose interest the Time articles have evi- 
dently been written.

Baby-Farming in Boston. 

The Rev. Henry Morgan has been persouaily 
investigating Boston’s wickedness. One of bis 
latest fleids was baby-farming. He says that a 
woman kept a bursery adjoining a popular hotel. 
She procured barrels of cold victuals for her 
babies from the refuse of the hotels. The in- 
fante’ cries disturbed the botel-boarders, and 
the proprietor petitioned for ber removal. She 
went to ano.ler place, leaving three dead babies 
in her bureau-drawer. Her old mother com- 
plained, before they moved, that she couldn’t 
sleep in the same room with the dead infants, 
so they were put outdoors and covered up ina 
washtub. The Board of Health were put on ber 
track, when, fearing trouble, sbe applied for a 
licease, which the rd of Aldermen refused 
to grant. A powerful official took up her case, 
demaoding she be licensed, and it was done. 
She was again ordered to move, and simply 
went to a central locality, where her business 
increased. At last sue was arrested, but the 
only penalty was a fine of $1 and costs.

NAPOLEON L AND THE DEAD PRINCE. 
It ia not a little strange that the death 

of the son of the nephew of his uncle should 
bave caused such an uproar in England. 
The British people were not used, formerly, 
to take so profound an interest in the Napo- 
leonie dynasty. England gave asylum to 
Napouzon the First after his second abdica- 
tion, which upon reflection was converted 
into the prison-house of St. Helena. Ac- 
cording to Las Casas and Dr. OMA, 
the only tenderness shown the illustrious 
exile consisted in precautions against any 
attempt he might make to brave the dangers 
of a sea-voyage! In seeking a British asylum, 
Nara on, addressing the Prince-Regent, 
said: 

come, like Taemistrocizs, to seek the hospi- 
tality of the British nation. I place myself under 
the protection of their laws, which I claim from 
your Royal Highness as the most powerful, the 
most constant, and the most generous of my ene- 
mies. 

These terms of flattery had no effect upon 
the English Government. The exile was 
made g prisoner, hurried away to a rock in 
mid-ocean, and guarded with such vigilance 
that life became a burden to him. He was 
stripped of his titles; that of Emperor 
was denied him, as if even so small a cour- 
tesy involved measureless danger to the 
peace of Europe. He was addressed by the 
comparatively humble title of General,“ 
and the wonder is that his jailor, Sir Hupsow 
Lowz, did not still further humble his 
prisoner by addressing bim as ‘ Corporal.” 
When the exile moved out of his poor 
quarters he was confronted by a platoon of 
English soldiers. If be rode on horseback, 
cavalry dogged his steps. No effort was 
spared to make him feel the full fotce of his 
captivity. The man whose Court had been 
composed of Kings, who Omsar-like had as- 
pired to rule the world and almost accom- 
plished his ambition, was treated by the 
English Government more like a felon than 
like the most distinguished State prisoner 
known to the annals of history. Thirty-five 
years later, Narotzon the Third, the nephew 
of Bonwaramrz, after having languished in 
prison and suffered in exile and poverty, 
stole into the Presidency of the French Re- 
public, through which he soon found the 
way to the throne, In the language of 
Tocguevuiz, ‘*‘ The army seized France, 
bound and gagged her, and laid her at the 
feet of ita ruler,” The nations of Europe 
had hated Naror ron the First, but they de- 
spised his nephew. 8o profound was this 
contempt that, notwithstanding he had 
achieved a throne, he sought in vain among 
the Royal families for a mate; he was com- 
pelled to raise from obscurity a beautiful and 
accomplished woman and make her an Em- 
press. Finally, the disaster of Sedan dis- 


ness of his reign. 

ignominy, was deposed, and, following the 
example of his uncle, retired to 
gland, where he soon after died, From 
that time forward (1873) the Empress and 
the little Prince Imperial became pets of the 
English aristocracy. The. Queen set the ex- 
ample, and the nobility and the snobs were 
not slow tofollow. Chiselhurst became the 
little Mecea as Windsor was the great Mecca 
of the British people. The ex-Empress held 
a Court there only inferior to that of Queen 
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oentre removes one of the obs.agles to the 
perpetuity of the French Republic. In this 
point of view France is to be congratulated. 
The destruction of the hopes of à faction 
ought logically to tend to the promotion of 
the glory of the existing Government; and 
Americans should never forget that France 
was the only nation of Europe which gave 


their struggle for independence, and that 
the French péople are now struggling to 
achieve what our fathers accomplished a 
hundred years ago. 

The conclusion is irresistible that, in 
showering adulatory attentions upon the er- 
Empress and ber son, the English Court 
circles designed to strengthen the Napoleonic 
dynasty in the hearts of its adherents in 
France. Thus we have presented the cur- 
ious spectacle of a great nation seeking to 
foster the representative of a dethroned 
dynasty of a neighboring nation which 3 
little more than half a century ago it exerted 
All its power to crush. But this latest blow 
to the Nepoleotiic dynasty shows that in 
England it finds its remorseless fate. Na- 
POLEoN the Great sought freedom in England 
and found the prison in which he perished 
miserably ; his grand-nephew, the last hope 
of the family, seeks service in 6 British 
army in Africa to die without honor at the 
hands of savages. 


Germany has been brought to a halt in the 
work of demonetizing silver. It must be re- 
membered that all the old silver still in cir- 
culation remains a legal-tender for its par 
value as before. This silver is substantially 
all in the form of thalers, which have never 
been presented, but are in general circulation 
at their full value. In point of fact, there- 
fore, Germany has reached that point where 
bi-metallism is as practically in operation as 
it is in the United The old silver 
thalers with which the German people have 
so long been familiar remain the legal-tender 
and general currency of the people. 

The Governmént is met by the astounding 
figures of the loss already sustained by the 
calling in of the smaller coins. The loss sué- 
tained already in the silver demonetized and 
sold, that is, sold for gold, is somewhere 
about $28,000,000, and this without any pos- 
sible hope of compensation. There are now 
outstanding silver thaler pieces to the amount 
of 415,000,000 marks. This is about equal 
to 100,000,000 of our American silver dollars. 
The bullion value of these coins as compared 
with their coin value is 7 per cent less than our 
silver dollars. Considering that ny has 
yet in circulation 100,000,000 of silver dollars 
of full legal-tender, and that the Govern- 
ment has postponed indefinitely calling them 
in, there certainly can be no fear to be ap- 
prehended in this country from any excess 
of silver money. In addition to the $100,- 
000,000 of silver in thaler pieces, Germany 
has in circulation $50,000,000 in subsidiary 
silver, The population of Germany is not 
greater than that of the United States, and 
yet Germany keeps $150,000,000 of silver 
coin in circulation, and $100,000,000 of that 
sum a full legal-tender on a par with gold. 

Germany has paid dearly for the demone- 
tization of silver, and has given fwo official 
notices: (1) That the calling in of the 
thalers has been postponed indefinitely, and 
(2) that even the silver called in and melted 
down into bars will not be sold, at least dur- 
ing 1879. The demonetization of silver has 
therefore been brought to a close, and Ger- 
many has now practically in force the policy 
of bi-metallism, the proportion of silver in the 
form of thalers being equal to $100,000,000 
of our money, This action of the Goverk- 
ment is, however, considered insuflicient, 
and it is now strongly urged that there 
be an increase of silver coinage, 
and that the silver now beld 
by the Government and heretofore offered 
for sale* be recoined and put into general use 
and circulation. This is but another step in 
the direction of general bi-metallism. With 
$150,000,000 of silver already coined and in 
general use, a withdrawal of all silver from 
sale, and a resumption of silver coinage, 
Germany shows how severely she has suf- 
fered from demonetization and bow firmly 
she arrests its progress and inclines to the 
adoption of bi-metalism. The banks and 
bankers of Germany, as well as those of 
France, seem to differ widely from the 
Gold Ring in New Tork and from 
Zach CHANDLER as to the adgisability of the 
largest possible use of silver as money.

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THE COUNTY DEBT AND TAXATION. 

The people of this city have a funded debt 
of $13,000,000 on which they pay an interest 
from 6 to 7 percent. The people of this 
county (including the city) have a public 
debt of $4,250,800 bearing 7 per cent inter- 
est, anda debt of $750,000 bearing 5 per 
cent interest. To understand how well the 
laws are arranged for the benefit of office- 
holders at the expense of the public, it is 
only necessary to state that, while the City 
Government is now and has been for years 
in arrears for all salaries and wages from 
three to six months, and is compelled to pay 
all its creditors with non-interest-bearing 
scrip which sells at 8 per cent discount, the 
average amount of cash in the City Treasury 
is never less than $800,000. An average sum 
of $800,000 of cash in the Treasury from one 
end of the year to the other, and never a 
dollar to pay a laborer, a fireman, or a teach- 
er! This is all strictly legal. We do not 
question the legality of having this large sum 
always on deposit to the credit of the Treas- 
urer, and worth to that officer, if so disposed, 
830,000 a year, but, nevertheless, the system 
is anomalous, 

A large part of the debt of the county was 
contracted near the close of the War. In 
1869 the county borrowed $250,000 to build 
the county wing” added to the old Court- 
House, which wing bad hardly been occupied 
before it went down in the fire of 1871. In 
1872 the county borrowed $1,500,000, under 
the law to restore the public buildings, and 
this law required the levy of a tax for a sink- 
ing fund. The principal of the county debt 
is represented by the following bonds :

We are not familiar enough with the 
actual legislation of the County Board to 
know how much taxes have been levied and 
collected since 1872 to forma sinking fund 
to pay the principal of the bonds of that 
year, but the average annual tax for that 
purpose ought to have been $75,000. On 
this subj t the requirement of the Consti- 
tution is imperative, and, had this been com- 
plied with, more than one-third of the princi- 
pal of the fire bonds would have been paid 
by this time, or an amount of money equal 
to that result would now have been in 
the Treasury, If the Board have failed to 
levy that tax, then they have been guilty of 
a direct violation of law. 

The particular point just now is whether 
some $112,000 cash, which has been in the 
hands of the County Treasurer for some 
years, belonging to the sinking fund, on 
which no interest has been collected by the 
county, shall be invested in the new issue of 
5 per cent bonds, or left as an official per- 
quisite of the Oounty Treasurer. We sup- 
pose this $100,000 has been doing service for 
several years as banking capital, or as loan- 
able funds for the private interests of the 
Treasurer, and of course that officer has 
strong legal doubts whether the County 
Board can make any other use of the money. 
That much money ig worth several thou- 
ands of dollars a year to the Treasurer. 
The county is paying 7 per cent interest on 
it, To direct the Treasurer to invest that 
sum of money in the new 5 per cents. will 
be to save 5 per cent interest @ year. 
To do this is to take from an officer an illegal 
perquisite and apply the money to the public 
use, and of course the officer, and those 
looking forward to be his suocessor, deny that 
it is legal or proper to do anything of that 
kind, Let us hope that there are enough 
membérs. of the County Board intélligent 
and honest enough to pass this order, and to 
direct that all the money in the Treasury to 
the credit of the sinking fund be invested in 
the new bonds. The steal now practiced is 
too palpable to permit any member pleading 
any ignorance or doubt as to the law in the 
case.

Thais the imperative 
law of the State; and the sooner the County 
Commissioners proceed to adopt measures to 
reduée the annual tax, by reducing the rate 
of interest, and, if possible, of the principal, 
the sooner will they be able to afford relief. 
The policy of omitting the tax for the sink- 
ing fund required by law im order to levy 
taxes fer scheines of waste, extravagance, 
and fraud, will prove perhaps to be a costly 
one. All the eutstanding bonds for indebted- 
ness created before August, 1870, may be 
renewed or extended by the issue of new 
bonds. But the bonds issued since 1870 
cannot be replaced by a new loan; they have 
to be paid by a direct tax for that purpose 
within twenty years from the date of the 
debt. One-third of that twenty years has 
passed, and the Commissioners are now hes- 
itating whether the comparatively small

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WISCONSIN POLITICS. | 

The people of Wisconsin are never free 
from political excitement. Last year they 
elected Congressmen; this fall they will 
choose a full complement of State officers; 
and next year they will have their share of 
the Presidential election on their hands. 
The political caldron has been hung over 
the fire this year sooner than usual 
because of the determination of the Repub- 
licans to celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversa- 
ry of the organization of the party in that 
State on the 28d inst. This silver wedding 
is to be duly celebrated by a monster mass- 
meeting in the Capitol Park at Madison, 
which now promises to be one of the most 
notable political love-feasts ever ~ held 
in this country, and many distin- 
guished Republicans from other States 
are expected to be present. This great 
gathering will be increased, and the interest 
of the occasion will be angmented, by the 
holding of the Republican State Convention 
on the same day for the nomimation of a 
candidate for Governor and other State offi- 
cers, the call of the Central Committee being 
already promulgated for that purpose. This 
will make the campaign two months longer 
than usual, and it created some dissatisfac- 
tion at flrst, but it is now generally acqui- 
esced in by the press of the State, and the 
delegates are being chosen. 

The present State officers are all Repub- 
licans, and they are all candidates for renom- 
ination. Gov. WLAN E. Surra was for- 
merly State Treasurer for four years, and 
served one term as Speaker of the As- 
sembly. He bas also filled other places 
of public trust to good acceptance, and his 
administration of the Chief Executive office 
of the State has been as popular as usually 
falls to the lot of such officers, The otHer 
State officers are able, efficient, and honest 
‘men, as far as the public is at present ad- 
vised, and there is no serious determination 
entertained to displace either of them. But 
Gov. Surrn's renomination will be stubborn- 
ly contested by ex-Gov. Lupmeron, unless 
the present indications are all deceptive. 
Ex-Gov. kuprmetow voluntarily stepped 
aside two years ago in order to give Mr. 
Sr a clfince, and now he turns up as a 
very lively candidate to contest Surrn’s re- 
nomination. Mr. Lupmeron made an 
excellent Governor, and would have been 
renominated if he had not declined 
before the Convention assembled. He 
had beaten that great Reform fraud 
and humbug, Wut R. Tartor, 
who de‘eated Gen. Wasmnum two years be- 
fore by a majority of 15,000. Lop Noro 
was the only Republican on the ticket that 
year that was elected, the balance of the 
State officers being secured by the Democrats 
and Liberals. His personal popularity has 
been well established in some of the severest 
tests ever applied to a candidate in Wiscon-

Mr, Aupricu has mixed up dates and facts 
in a remarkable manner. The bill as amend- 
ed placed the matter in such a shape that 
no friend of silver coinage was justified in 
opposing it. As introduced from Waun 
Committee, it provided for the purchase of 


ing a dollar certificate for the bullion weight 
of the standard dollar. The bill in this shape 
was assailed and opposed by the Republicans 
in the House almost en masse, on the grounds 
that it deprived the Government of the profit 
of the difference between the bullion and 
legal-tender value of the silver, and gave 
this profit to silver miners and speculators in 
that metal. It was argued that it would en- 
able the German Government to throw a 
hundred millions of dead silver into our 
mints, and withdraw an equal amount of our 
gold in exchange therefor. It was contended 
that the French would ship ove? here any sur- 
plus silver they possessed and sell it to our 
Treasury at par with gold and carry the latter 
home with them. In short, that our country 
would be made a dumping-ground for all the 
surplus and depreciated silver in the world, 
and that we would speedily be stripped of 
our gold and forced into the ranks of the sil- 
ver, mono-metal States, whether we desired 
it or not. The bill was open to those objec- 
tions and assailed by this class of arguments 
at the time when a large number of Re- 
publicans,” according to Mr. Aldrich, “ were 
willing to vote for it”; and one may infer 
from his remarks that he would have sup- 
ported it if put upon its passage at this stage 
when in effect it directed the Treasurer to 
pay 100 cents in legal-tender gold for all the 
85-cent silver bullion of Europe that might 
be offered for sale or coinage.

They could offer no objections to the bill in 
its amended form other than the fallacious 
ones advanced against the Silver bill that 
passed over the President's veto in March, 
1878. They opposed the amended Wazyer 
Bill simply because they were hostile to silver 
money. The bill, if enacted, would have

RAILROAD FARES NEXT SEASON. 
The Vlinper, July 12. 

It is now believed that the railroad managers 
throughout the country are about to change 
th: ip rates of fare for amusemeat combinations 
going over their roads in such a manner that the 
business of touring the country wül become 
more hazardous than hitherto. | We give place 
to the following commuuication from a gentle- 
man well known to the profession, and whose 
business interests are identilied with it. He 
says: 

Phe railroad magnates are threatening war upon 
the theatrical profession. The Central allroad of 
New * the Pennsylvania, and the Reading 
Raiiroads ve issued @ circular stating that on 
and after July 1 no theatrical rates will iven, 
as heretofore. The Reading Railroad nas lately 
purchased the Centra! Road of New Jersey, and 
Bound Brook Koad, which rans from New York to 
Philadelphia, and is a part aad parcel of the Cen- 
tral. It has been the custom for the Bound Brook 
and the Pennsylvania Roade to issue one or more 
tickets to the theatrical profession for $1.80 each 
between New York and Philadelphia. Tue rule 
now is: Single tickets, $2.50 each way; excur- 
sion tickets, $4, good for five days. A book con- 
taining fifty trip- tickets is issued for $90, the same 

ce as before, but compelling a party to purchase 

{ty tickets, This book is good for one year. 
Railroad officials throughout the country are in 
favor of stopping all passes to advance agents, 
charging for all extra baggage over fifty pounds to 
each passenger, and maki no reduction below 
the three cents a mile fewer than thirt 
—— If this goes into effect it will 

very damaging to theatrical combinations 
who propose traveling throuchout the United 
States the coming season. It has been the custom 
to give advance-agent of a Gompeny. over 
nearly all railroads, a free pass, to puss bis bill- 
trunk, and give a company of ten or more people 
either a two-third rate or two cents a mile. Last 
r there were 128 dramatic and musical orgau- 
tious on the road, and at alow Ggure the reii- 
roads were paid over $700,000, In fact, the rail- 
roads and botels received about all the money that 
was taken in the show business, and very few com- 
panies returned at the Close of the season with any 
profit, Now, for the coming season the outlook in 
the thedtrical horizon for business is no brighter 
than it was in the past; and if the amusement folk 
could not snow a healthy return at the old rates, 
how ie it possible tuat they can expect to when 
their reilroad expenses are one-third greater? We 
think the railroads are maxing a great miatake in 
raising their rates, for they will certainly diminien 
the numberof showmen who annually use their 
roads. At thirt

of every railroad in America will meet in Louis- 
ville, Ky. 17 next, and it has been proposed 
by several of the more important managers of 
traveling combinations to send a representative to 
meet these railroad men then and there, and show 
them what a great injuetice they contemplate do- 
ing, not only to themselves by keeping a number 
from using their roads, but in keeping attractions 
from visiting the principal cities of the South and 
West, as well as preventing many honest ple 
from earning their livelibood, Of what benefit 
will it be to a theatrical manager to organize a 
company, er considerab.e money in equipping 
his organization, and find after a weary season o 

eigot months that the railroads have taken more 
than one-haif of bis entire season's receipt«? It is 
to de hoped that some man, one who under- 
stands the situation exactly, will be selected and 
sent to to ** beard the lion in bis den.

We discussed the necessity of this tajing coming 
from his men as a voluntary assent, and not an en- 
forced one. Mr. Benner also informed me that 
he was averse to forcing his men; that they had 
already been disproportionately cut down. 

It nas been charged by misinformed persons and 
by newspapers that I directed Mr. Benner to doa 
thing which I ought to have done myself; that it 
was my place to make tne reduction. but I had not 
the courage to act. To correct these assertions, | 
will here say that the Mayor tan order a depart- 
ment only through its Chief. and that such Chief 
cannot be forced to obey such order. The Mayer 
can advise and instruct, or order, but he cannot 
enforce. The power of appointment and remova! 
is his only power over the Marshal. This power is 
given him for the very purpose of enabling him to 
keep the heads of the several departments in ac- 
cord with him. If this power be taken from him, 
he becomes a mere figure-head, with much leisure, 
and no power to do good except by simple advice. 
He has no other power over the expenditures in 
the several departments except by reſusing to 12 
warrants forthe payment of debts contracted by 
the departments. This you will see by the follow- 
int opinion of the Corporation Counsel.

He denied that be bad given such 
advice; but admitted that an Alderman had visited 
the e e-bouses and advised the men to vote 
No. in reply to my question if he nad endeav- 
ored to counteract the Alderman's influence, he 
said he bad not; that he had not thought it proper 
that he should do so. I then asked him if he had 
gone to the engine-honses and explained the mat- 
ter as I bad instructed him to do. He replied that 
he had not; that he had not thought it proper to do 
so. Ithus found myself face to face with the fact 
that, as Mayor, I was responsible to the people for 
the proper management of the affairs of 
the city; that the Fire Marshal. through 
whom alone 1 do auything in 
connection with his Department, openly 
and avowedly refused to follow my instructions,

NEW SILVER MINES. 


Arkansas Trying to Rival Colorado.Silver 
in the rk Mountains. 
Silver City (ark. )COPrespondence Owcinnati Enquirer. 
The new silver discoveries which were first 
“strutk “ here over a year ago by Diamond Joe 
Reynolds, of Chicago, have, by their accessibil- 
ity, suddenly become almost as attractive as the 
famous Leadville region, and yet comparatively 
nothing has been said about them. The way to 
get here, and what is to be seen and done after 
you get here, are the subjecte which will inter- 
est those who are down with the silver fever. 
Silver City is situated in the midst ot the ore 
regions, and has a population of perhaps 150 
persons. Kinnon & Brady keep the only hotel 
in the place, which is run on the European plan. 


Beds cost 25 cents per night, four beds toa 
room, and vou always sleepdouble, The rooms 
and beds are neat and clean. Meals 25 cents. 
Like all mining towns, a small quantity of 


j liquor is sold, and a IRtle gambling is done. 


The natives who oon the land raise a little 
corn, and sometimes cotton. but “nary” thing 
else. They live on salt meat and corn-breed as 
luxuries, their regular diet being tobacco and 
bad whisky. 

The Wandering Boy Lode is one of the pros- 

pectively rich mines, the ore having been found 
at a few feet below the surface, growing richer 
as it deepened. I did not notice any ore laying 
around in heaps, as I have seen in Colorado; but 
the mysteriously knowing fellows’ told me it 
was there. 
The Minnesota shaft, owned by Diamond 
Joe Reynolds. is not in operation, being nearly 
full of water, and a notice on the door that the 
machinery is for sale would indicate that the 
owner is expecting to give it a rest for a time. 

The Glendale Consolidated, owned by St. 
Louis parties, with another sbaft, was purchased 
for $18,000. What the Company expects to do 
with its claims has not leaked out. ‘There is an 
immense amount of secrecy about things out 
here, which to me is bewildering. 

The Alexander claims are being worked and 
with a prospect of good pay dirt. Experienced 
miners claum that the prospects here are equal 
to those of Georgetown, Col., but I was not so 
impressed. 

The miners seem determined not to lose any- 
thing for want of claims, and bave staked out 
the whole country and are waiting for capital- 
ists to come along and buy them out or work 
their claims for them. I don't think $500 could 
be raised by the men who own two-thirds of the 
claims, but they are hopeful and feel rich. As- 
savs.of the quartz shows a yield ot from $55 to 
$1,100 per ton. George A. Settle, an expe- 
rienced Idaho miner, informs me that these are 
undoubtedly true veins of silver, and he is fix- 
ing to stay. He is said to be a man of means, 
and bas boucht an interest in the Walnut Mine. 
This compau has tent north for quartz-crush- 
ing machinery, and a few weeks will determine 
whether they are to get silver in paying quanti- 
ties or not. Claims can be bought cheap now, 
but the prices are going up every day.

THE LEIGH SHOOTING. 
OFFICER COLLINS NOT BLAMELESS. 

The developments in the shooting of James 
Leigh, of No. 553 West Twelfth street, by Po- 
liceman Jobn Collins, ef the Hinman Street 
Station, were by no means complete. Those 
who knew most about the affair were 
keeping away back, and were seeming), 
disinclined to say much about the affair until 
ander oath before the Coroner’s jury. The in- 
quest will take place at 10 o’clock this forenoon 
at the West Twelfth Street Station, and the 
friends of the deceased, together with those of 
the young men directly implicated in 
the quarrel and assault upon the 
policeman, promise to make the inquest a com- 
plete one. They claim that the evidence against 
the officer will be overwhelming. tlowever, 
whether the shooting and killing of the young 
man wes justifiable or not, it 
was a most lamentable occurrence. 
Notwithstanding the word of the 
police that young Leigh was a rough character, 
the evidence will show that be was nothing of 
the dort. The firm of Eastman & Wilkins, man- 
ufacturers of beds and bedding on Canal 
street, state that the deceased and 
his brother have worked for them for 
some seven or eight years, and that 
Jimmy was always a sober, industrious, and 
trustworthy young man. Both gentlemen were

The circumstances of the killing were about 
as stated in yesterday’s Tripune. The deceased 
was one Of a party of six who were “swapping 
stories,“ as they term it, in a barn in the rear of 
No. 1 Kansas street, owned and occupied by 
Thomas Dunn, agrocer. The others in the 
party were Jerry Noonan, _ switch- 
man on the Fort Wayne Road, Peter 
Brennock, a painter, Joseph Connors, laborer 
in the lumber-yard, and Willie Dunn, a printer 
in the employ of Kell & Co., and a sou of 
the owner of the barn. The young men claim 
that they had a right in the barn, and were 
doing nothing out of the way when the officer 


intraded upon them. He first asked what they 


were doing there, and young Dunn spoke up 
aud told him who he was. Then the acer 
pane Leigh, and asked him 

e was there, but Leigh jerked 
away. It is denied, however, that fie 
struck the officer. Then Noonan was 
grabbed, and, some sort of a 
encounter must have ensued, for the police- 
man’s head vesterday bore evidence of numer- 
ous and htéavy blows. 

Policeman Collins says that be was stunned 
by the injuries received, and when the 
crowd scattered he made after young 
Leigh, and after ordering bim to 
halt twice, fired two shots. He saw him fall. 
but did not Wait to see how badiy he had 
wounded him, but started at once to procure 
assistance, for fear that the crowd would again 
assault him. isaac Mathews, Daniel Marsh, 
Policeman Wheeler, and Capt. George Miller 
found young | and carried him to 
his bome. The bullet, calibre 38, fired from a 
new Smith & Wesson revolver, passed entirely 
through the body. 

Capt. Miller states a few minutes before the 
encounter he met Officer Collins, and asked him 
to enter a neighboring saloon for a drink, but 
the officer declined, saying that there 
were some young fellows inside who 
were unfriendly towards him. He then 
said that he had once arrested one of their num- 
ber named Davis, and had bad him fined $50 fer 
vagrancy, and, the crowd having grown bold 
over having beaten several other policemen, 
threatened also to beat him. About fifteen 
minutes after this conversation Capt. Miller 
heard the shot fired. There is doubtless plenty 
of subject matter for a Coroner’s jury to-day in 
determining whether the officer was justified or 
not. 


ROCCO NAVIGATO. 
THE GOLDMANS HELD. N 

The Coroner’s jury reassembled t the 
Armory Building at 2 yesterday to hear the re- 
maining evidence in the case of the murdered 
bor, Rocco Navigato, who was shot on the 
night of July 8, during a quarrel over some fire- 
crackers. 

Coroner Mann referred to the cause of the 
adjournment of the previous day, as a desire to 
look further imo the advisability of evidence to 
prove an alibi before a Coroner’s jury. He 
stated that he had obtained the opinions of sey- 
eral of the best iawyers in the city on the point, 
gpd that all concurred with him in the belief 
that it should not be admitted. 

Here followed a discussion of the subject by 
the counsel on both sides, and they cited cases 
where such evidence had been allowed. Mr. 
Moses se@med anxious for a test-case, and, 
judging from Coroner Mann’s remarks to the 
reporter after the trial, his wish will be cratified. 

Mr. Schaffner, counsel for Louis Goldman, 
brought f@rward Miss Josie Laurens, who testi- 
fied to the following effect: I live at 437 South 
Clark street, and do housework for Louis Gold- 
man. The saloon and dwelling occupy the same 
floor, a door between the apartments being al- 
ways open, enabling me to see everything going 
on in the saloon, 1 was in the oon on the 
night in question, and heard no shot and saw no 
one enter excepting a girl who came in for a 
pitcher of beer, and who returned about ten 
minutes later in quest of some whisky, saying 
that her brother-in-law, Rocco Navigato, haa 
been shot. Was in the saloon each time the gir! 
came in. 

THE PRISONER, ABE GOLDMAN, 
then showed the jury that the heart-shaped

Proceedings in the New York Council. 

New York, July 10— The Council of tht 
Union of American and Hebrew Congregations 
to-day considered the subject of agriculture. 
An amendment was offered that, in order to 
carry out the plans successfally, the Executive 
Boards be instructed to appoiut a Committee on 
Agriculture; said Committee shall solicit dona- 
tions of land, farming implements, and money; 
and, as soon as they obtain a tract of Jand, they 
shall subdivide it into farms of fifty to eighty 
acres forone family. Said family shall have 
that land free of any rental for a term of seven 
years. After seven years a price shall be fixed, 
on favorable terms, for which that family can 
buy said land, and the money thus received by 
the Executive Board to be reinvested in the 
fertile lands, and to be given to other settlers 
under the same conditions. 

The Rey. Dr. Wise spoke in favor of the 
scheme. 

The Rev. Dr. Moses, of Alabama, said the 
dwelling place of the Jews always had been in 
cities, md he thought it much better for them 
to devote their attention to commerce. 

Mr. Joseph, of Cincinnati, contended that the 
carrying out of the scheme would bea great 
benefit, as it would result in rescuing many men 
from idieness who would otherwise remain in 
pauverism. The discussion was long and inter- 
esting. * 

The report was at length adopted, with the 
following further amendment, that a committee 
be authorized to purchase such additional tracts 
of land as they may deem expedient, and as 
the funds for that purpose will allow. 

The Executive Committee was further or- 
dered to confer with such other organizations 
having kindred objects in view, for the purpose 
of carrying into successful operation a practical 
plan for agricultural pursuits. 

It was resolved to hold the next annual meet- 
ing of the Council in Chicago on the second 
Tuesday in July, 1880. 

The Rev. Jacobs, Chairman of the Committee 
on Publication, presented a report touching 
several resolutions that were referred to such 
Committee. 

Firs'—It is not in the province of the Com- 
mittee to devise any plan of instruction for Con- 
gregationa) schools. 

Second—That it it would be an infringement 
on the constitution of the American Hebrew 
congregations to legislate on tie subject of

hird—That it is not advisable fto issue a 
monthly statement of congregational affairs. 

Fourth—That it is not practicable for the 
Council to undertake the establishment of a 
central organ for the pupils and teachers of our 
religious schools, but that all such undertakings 
be left for the present to individual’ enterp 
and the merit of the work itself. 

Fifth—That the subject of the publication of 
text books for religious schools having been 
provided for in previous reports of this Com- 
mittee, it has not been deemed necessary to re- 
iterate the provision made for aiding the authors 
in their publications. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

Thick with a nastiness that 
defies description, and appreciable only to those 
whose misfortune it is to be obliged to cross 
the channels and inhale the organic germs which 
must necessarily rise from the bubbiing mass of 
2 putridity biack as ink, and compared 
with which a privy vault is as superior and pre- 
emiventiy clean and wholesome as a bit of 
candy is to a festering carcass; seething with 
corruption; slimy with thickening accretions of 
the concentrated impurities of half a million 
people,—this so-called river lies across the very 
beart of a great and growing city. Each suc- 
ceeding day but. intensities tne danger of its 
contact; every hour it scatters its 

vapors only increases the probability of th 
outbreak of some epidemic. For it is not possi- 


ble for humanity to de so constantly down 
with filth, so completely saturated with nasti- 
ness, and escape the penalty which Nature in- 


flicts when poisovous vapors are inhaled and the 
blood becomes taiated. 

It is, indeed, aserious question—tiis “ river.” 
The canal, which is presumed to be capable of 
taking off the surplus water of the South 
Brauch and creating a current, does not always 
perform its functions. The result is, as is pow 
seen, that the stream resumes its ola-time 
stagnant condition and remains from day to 
day festering, rotting, 80 to Nie under the 

increasing temperature of the July sun. The 
casual observer might de led to believe 
that the stream has, indeed, a current, 
as it may be running either up or down when he 
gazes upon it; but let him watch for a time, and 
he will discover that shifting winds or other 
cause makes the water to come and go every 
few minutes or hours, and, while it may be flow- 
ing in one direction now, in any-hour it may 
have turned. It is a sort of edb and flow that 
bas little or A. effect in disebarging the filth into 
the lake, but simoly enanges its position and 
keep up the everlasting and horrid odor that is 
so familiar to the olfactories of our citizens. 
Take yesterday afternoon, for instance. At 
about the same hour the water 2 the main cha n- 
nel was running Jakeward; in the Norta Branch 
it was flowing northw and also in the same 
direction in the South Branch. Shortly after- 
ward it had changed its course to the opposite 
direction; and so it came and went, and the 
tugs, and propellers, and sailing vessels coming 
in and going out stirred the flith from the bot- 
tom, and scattered the gases out upon the air, 
until’ passers-by were compeiled to hold their 
noses to prevent suffocation fairly. 

Health Commissioner De Wolf says that the 
condition of the river cannot but be iajurious to 
the health of the city. Combine the esca 
organic matter which comes from th 
ndsty. mess with the extremely bumia 
and oppressive atmosphere of such a day as 
yesterday, and, he said, he could readily foresee 
how the sanitary condition of the city was to be 
impaired. This gentleman was bopefal, bhow- 
ever, that the cause might soon be removed.

Dr. De Wolf has an idea, since much of the 
fatality last week was in tenement bouses, that 
they, as a rule, must be in an unhealthy condi- 
tion, and, not baving sufficient furce in his office 
to cover the work, he has called for volunteers. 
Au ounce of prevention ie more valuable than a 
pound of cure, and it is to be hoped that his ap- 
peal will be liberally responded to.

RAILROAD EARNINGS. 
Commercial and F nancial Chronicle makes 
the following report of railroad earnings from 
Jab. 1 to June 80, 1879: 
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THE NEW YORK INQUIRY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nuw York, July 10.—The Assembly Commit- 
tee continued its inquiry into the railway sys- 
tem of the State and its abuses to-day. Mr. 
Sterne and Mr. Shipman bad a wordy fleht over 
the right of the Committee to go into the ques- 
tion of Mr. Jewett’s salary as President and Re- 
ceiver. Mr. Sterne insigted that the salary was 
outrageously high, and W. Shipman maintain- 
ed that the courts bad the right and power to fix 
the salary of Receivers, who were officers of the 
court.

Some $50,000 were 
paid in advance to him, and $25,000 after the 
road came into bis hands as Receiver. He was 
appointed President in 1874, and Receiver in 
1875. Mr. Shipman objected to going into this, 
and said it had all been made public before by 
mep who were scheming with the aid of this 
witness th convict Mr. Jewett of perjury. The 
movement was only a part of a plot by a des- 
perate adventurer in London to compel! the Com- 
pany to compromise a suit sgainst him for $2,- 
000,000. The Master of the Rolls in England had 


rendered judgment against him for that amount 
in the pauy’s favor. Mr. Shipman then 
cross-examined the witaess, and tried to show 
that Balen was personally hostile to President 
Jewett because the latter had discharged him 
from the wy gd of the Erie Railroad.

The 
Committee should de composed of representat' ves 
of the roads lving at the terminal pointe whose 
duty it is to carry ous the pool arrangement. 
Records of the proceedings of the Committee 
meetings should be forwarded to this office. The 
organizations of these committees should be made 
at once, so as to enable me to carry out the live- 
stock agreements at Chicago, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Indianapolis, and Detroit. Tee names of the 
members of the committees and of the Chairman 
and Secretary should be furnished to this office. 
As the live-stock and dead-freight trafic may have 
to be conducted by different agents, two different 
Committees may have to be appointed. If you ap- 
prove of the above please put this plan in force as 
soon as porsible, commencing ind the live-steck 
traffic. as it will be im ible to carry out the 
live-stock agreement unless I know who are the 
parties with whom I have to deal at each pooling 


point. 

All the business should be as much as possible 
conducted through these ts at the terminal 
points (ander inetructions the home office if 
the main office is not located at such points). in 
order to concentrate the work into the hands of the 
fewest possivie persons.

It is not believed in circles here that 
Jay Gould contemplates earnestly consolidating 
the Wabash and St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Nortbern Railroads. It is rather believed that 
the rumors have been thrown out for stock spec- 
ulations merely. Mr. Gould, it is claimed, is too 
shrewd a railroad man to take such a step or 
countenance such a measure. It such a scheme 
were carried out, de would antagonize all the 
Eastern connections of the Kansas and Union 
Pacific Railroads, which two lines above all 
others Mr. Gould is trying to benefit. It will be 
much to his interest to be on friendly terms with 
all his Eastern connections, whether they 
run via Chicago, St. Louis, or other ots. 
The consolidation of the W h with the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern would be to 
show a particular animosity on the part of 
Giould towards Chicago, and if the Chicago 
roads find they are discriminated against by 
Gould they would turn around and discriminate 
against him. Chicago has the situation and ev- 
erything else in its favor, and no man, even if 
he is as powerful as Mr. Gould, can turn the 
business into other channels. Mr. Gould is too 
shrewd a man not to know this, and de can, 
therefore, hardly desire to array all the Chicago 
roads against him.

A POST-OFFICE DECISION. 


By the act of March 3, 1879, it was vided 
among other things that to commercial papers 
partly printed might be added writings and still 
belong to third-class mall matter. In the lan- 
guage of the statute, this applies to “all com- 
mercial papers partly printed, such as papers of 
legal procedure, deedsof all kinds, way-bilis or 
bills of lading, invoices, and the various docu- 
ments of insurance companies, circulars, hand- 
bills, ete.“ This regulation has given rise to 
much dispute, whereas it was intended simply 
to relieve books and packages from the restric- 
tions forced upov them by the old regulations. 
Manv of the insurance and other companies in- 
terested have misconstrued the regulations in 
circulars sent to their agents. To clear up the 
matter Postmaster Palmer wrote to Washing- 
ton, and received a reply from the Department 
definitely settimg the matter. It was the inten- 
tion of Congress in passing the law to permit 
such additions to be made to printed matter 
as are not ia the nature of personal 
correspondence. In order thatthe matter may 
de thoroughly understood, the Department indi- 
cates the following ducuments of insurance 
companies, which, when partly printed and 
partly written, are ad bie to the mails as 
third-class matter: A licy, unsigned, or 
signed only by a local agent, and being trans- 
mitted to the general office for additional signa- 
tures; special surveys, unaccompanied by writ- 
ten memoranda of the nature of personal cor- 
respondence; canceled policies, when not ac- 
companied by receipts; renewal policies, unac- 
compamed by new notes. The following 
are ed, however, as of the nature 
of correspondence, and hence 
subject to first-class rates of postage: Policies 
signed and duly executed; daily reports; nos 
tices of premium due; assignments or trans- 
fers; promissory notes attached to policies, or 
upattached ; applications for insu and all 
notices from local agents to poliey-holders re- 
specting revewais, cancellations, ipts, or 
other red matter. The theory fs, that notes, 
policies, etc., when auly and fully signed and 
executed, have a monetary value, and hence are 
sub to first-class rates. The same rule will

* THE POLICY OF REDUCTION. 
The policy adopted by the Mayor of hoarding 
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ments by cutting down the pay of the em- 
ployes continues to be the absorbing tobte of 
conversation. His Honor was sround very 
little yesterday, which gave those to be iaost 
affected by his policy room to talk, and, sum- 
ming up the situation, it appears that nowhere 
but in the Fire Department has an effort been 
made to absolutely force a cutting down of sal- 
aries. In the Comptroller's office not a single 
salary has been reduced, and the same 
is true in all the other Depart- 


ments, and nothing appears to be 
said or cared about it, which goes to show more 
clearly that in the Mayor’s treatment of the 
firemen he had some other object than to seve 

Some of the offices have dis- 


exiats, but notwithstand. 
come and gone the Mayor's order is no nearer 
being obeved than before it was issued. In the 
City Clerk’s office no attention whatever bas 
been paid to the order to reduce, and the same 
is the case in the Law Department, Health De- 
partmeut, the schools, and, in fact, in the 
Mavor’s own office. in the latter office one 
policeman less is employed than was empioved a 

ear ago, but it was an oversight originally, und 
is now called a reduction by Mr. Harrison. 
He has not, however, obeyed his own orders by 
taking 5 per cent or avy other amount off his 
own salary or olf the salary of any one around 
bim, nor is he likely to, as it gill be seen that 
what was insubordination in Benner is a virtue 
in everybod\ eise.

But 
this as it may, the Department has devised 
a means to reduce the policemen’s pay, 
vrovided they will assent to it. It is in the 
ohape of dn agreement or contract to be signed 
by them, and it was sent to Supt. Dixon during 
the day. It is as follows: 

This agreement, made July 1, 1879, by ana 
between tbe 1 — members of the police 
force of the City of Chicago and the City of Chi- 


witaesseth: That, whereas, since the passsage 
ofthe appropriation ordinances of the City of 
Chicago for the year 1879, in which ordinances 
were fixed the salaries of members of the Police’ 
Force or Department, the General Assembly of 
the State of Llinois enacted a law which took 
effect on the let day of July, A. D. 1879, in and 
by which the uncollected taxes of the City of 
Chicago appropriated and levied for the year 1879 
cannot be anticipated beyond 75 per cent of the 
levy of taxes for the year 1879; and, whereas. 
in view of such law and tue prestnt financial 
condition of the city, it is receesary that the ex- 
venses of the Police Department shall reduced, 
which can be accomplisbed only b ducing the 
salaries of members of the force or by d ing 
some of the members of the force. 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises, 
and to prevent the reduction of the force by dis- 
charging any of the memers thereof, apd in 
further consideration of $1 in hand paid to eacn 
one of 3 receipt of which is bereby acknowl- 
edged, We jointly and severaliy agree to receive 
in fall — for our services as members of said 
Police Department our salaries as fixed by the said 
appropriation ordinance for the half year co 
mencing — 1. 1879, less 5 r cent thereof, 
hereby releasing tothe said City of Chicago 5 per 
cent of said salaries for the half year. 

In witness whereof we have hereunto affixed our 
esals and signatures, 

This is to be sent to the various stations this 
morning for the action of the men, so after all 
they are to have something to say aboutit. If 
they refuse to sign it, however, it the Mayor is 
eopsistent, he will remove Mr. Dixon as he did 
Mr. Benner, but there is no suspicion that they 
wil) refuse, under the circumstances, for it is 
understood that all who refuse to sign it will 


have to go. 

The following are the figures upon which the 
reduction is worked out: 

The tax-levy for Police Department for 1879 is 
$371, 062.21, and 75 per cent of the same is $278, - 
296.65. Add to this cash appropriation from mis- 
cellaneous sources, of which $107,409.46 has al- 
ready been paid out for January, February, and 
March salaries, $165,000. Total available under 
the law after the 25 per cent reduction of tax- 
levy, $443. 296.65. Amount expended to July 1, 
1879. $227,333.36. Amount left for remaining 
six months, $215,963.29. Estimated receipts for 
special details, $2,009. For salaries and expenses 
from July 1 to Dec. 31, $217,963.29. Miscella- 
neous bills, rent, repairs, etc., $8,500; and a re- 
duction on al! salaries will. make the total ex- 
penses $217,713.65. dsaving after con- 
ducting Department on 7 r cent of tax-levy 
and reducing all salaries 5 per cent, $249.64. The

MRS. COLTON’S DIARY. . 


A Life ef Sorrow Ended by Suicide—Ber 
Heartburnings, Troubies, and Fears Graph- 
loally Described by Herself. 

New York Herald, July 9. 

Mrs. Josephine A. Colton, a moment before she 
placed the fatal pistol to ber heart, surrendered 
her wedding ring to her kind landlady, and re- 
quested, with her dying breath, that it be buried 
with her. At the same time she exclaimed, 
Take these papers; when I am dead give them 
to the newspapers for publication; they contain 
a record of my suffering.“ Such were the dy- 
ing requests of the unfortunate woman. Her 
next act was to shut berself in her room, place 
a pillow on the floor on which she reclined her 
head, and then perforated her breast with two 


pistol bullets, sending a third crashing through 
her brain. Death, of course, was instantane- 
ous. That she had meditated suicide for a 
long time could be learned from ber diary, 
which she designated on the fiyleaf: “The Mem- 
orandum of my Daily Life.“ These pages were 
written at first in a clear, neat hand, but latterly 
the writing was biurred and almost illegible. 


Sbe began to record ber experiences and griey- 
ances two vears ago, and only ceased adding to 
her autobiography with her deafh. These rec- 
ords contain the daily history of a heart-broken 
woman, vividly portrayed. 

On May 11 she writes: 9 

My lite for the last year has been one constant 
round of sadness and ilil-iuck. Oh! what a terrible 
mistake I made when I moved into that house with 
that woman! Sheireof the lowest of God's creat- 
ures. How much she has added to my trouble! 
And when I tbink of my husband leaving me to live 
with one 60 much beneath me in everything that 
goes to make up a good woman and the consequent 
sorrow that follows me on his account, I wonder 
that I retain my reason. How !onely I am in this 
great world! lam working night and day to drown 
my thoughts. I have no other motive to labor. 
The $2, 000 that I received in the will case in Bos- 
ton I am giad is gone. : : 

Writing Sept. 28, she exclaims: 

Oh! what I have heard to-day freezes my blood! 
My husband * = No. 7 Eldridge street with a 
wowan he calls his wife. I bave been down there 
and she gives his name, Mrs. W. K. Colton, and I 
am going mad. She left her husband to hve with 
him. and she told me she was married to Mr. Col- 
ton nineteen years ago, bat she would not tell me 
where, as they were both married since and could 
be arrested for bigamy. She told me that Mr. Col - 
ton said he was married to me twenty-five years 
ago, and that my claim was the best. 

Jan. W she was approaching a crisis in her 
mental disturbance which was driving her to do 
something desperate. She says: 

I have taken a step to-night that may lead to a 
change. May God in mercy send it. My soul is 
sick with horror at the life I am forced to lead, 

Jan. 26, three days after writing the above, 
she took the contemplated step referred to by 
shooting herself in the breast, inflicting a dan- 
gerous wound. A Herald reporter reached the 
house shortly after the occurrence and saw the 
injured woman und her husband. She appeared 
to be calm and resigned. When the husband 
took the reporter aside to explain the case pri- 
vately, she called out in a feeble voice. Do not 
talk in whispers; 1 want to hear what yoa are 
saying about me.“ 7 

“T am only telling the gentleman,” he re- 
plied soothingly, that the shooting was entire- 
ly accidental.” 

„Oh! I have no objection to your telling him 
that,“ was the despondent response. 

r Reterring to this attempt on her life she writes 
an. Vv: 

It is four days since 1 have seen you, my little 
book. Now that I am getting well I will renew old 
— — again. But the pain in my bresat is 
still severe; yet, I am happier than usual. 

In another place she writes: 

I think"my time is short here; at any rate I do 
not mean to stay in a world that for one whole year 
at least I have not seen a happy moment. I can- 
not even sleep. for my dreams are troubled with 
my sorrows. Often [| wonder if my apirit cap rest 
after death. Oh! William, my hasband, you have 
wrecked my life; but I forgive you, It your con- 
science lets you rest I am satisfied. 

In this mauder she kept brooding over ber 
grievances until her reasOn became unsettled. 
Sept. 15 she says: 

I believe that if thie last much longer it wil) 
make me insane. It looks darker and darker. I 
sit dav after day and night after night alone, with- 
outafriend to speak to, anti l almost forget the 
sound of mi voice. lam mentally ana physically 
broken down. 

Thege extracts are a fair sample of the gep- 
eral character of the diary. It is a sad and sor- 
rowful record of Ae sensitive woman 
becoming physical nd mentally wrecked. 
The husband whom she complains had oegiected 
her in life, when made acquainted with the sad 
manner of her death. called at the scene of the 
tragedy late Monday night. Yesterday he w- 
formed Coroner Woltman that he was anxious 
to receive a death certificate so us to bury the 
retinains. He represented that the last time he 
suw his wife alive was at 6 p. m., when she wore 
diamond earrings, a diamond @iug, and a gold 
watch and chain. He was solicitous to regam 
possession of these articles. When the body 
was found deceased wore no jewelry. She had, 
as already stated, delivered a vlain id ring 
and achain and locket to her landlady, which 
she requested should be buried with hes.

The right of the Lehr und Wehr Verein—the 
Communistic military organization—to dear 
arms, in the face of the new Militia law, came 
before Justice Morrison yesterday for decision, 
Frank Bielefeldt, Captain of one of the compa- 
nies, being charged with violation of the stai- 
ute.

to Harry Rubens, representing the defendant, 
gsking that the latter sign it: 

It is admitted by the defendant that he does not 
belong to the regular er organized volunteer militia 
of the State of Illinois nor to the troops of the 
United ; that in the City of Chicago he 
has associa himself with others as a mili- 
tary company since the let day of July, 1879; 
that since that time he has with hie said associates 
in form of a military company drilled and paraded 
with arms in their hands within the limits of 
the Cy of Chicago, and that neither 
he nor bis said associates have a 
license from the Governor of the State of Lllinois to 
do or perform any of these acts; that he assames 
to be the commander or Captain of the men who 
have so associated themselves ther as a mili- 
tary company, and who have so drilled and paraded 
with arms in their hands within the limits of the 
Citw of Chicago since the lst day of July, 1879, as 
above stated.

Lrncouin, Neb., July 8.—A proposition asking 
for $30,000 in bonds for the construction of the 
Omaha & Republican Valley Railroad, from Val- 
paraiso to Lincoln, will be submitted to the 
County Commissioners to-day. The first iron 
on the Lincoln & Northwestern was laid yester- 
day, and the first forty miles will be pushed 
with unusual vigor. The Company, it would 
seem, is determined to take a hand in moving 
the grain crop of Seward and Butler Counties 
this fall. 8 

The Supreme Court of Nebraska is now in 
session in this place, and many important cases 
are being disposed of. The Schlenker murder 
case will be brought up ina few days, and a new 


trial be given the manif possible. Schlenker 
murdered his mistress—Florence Booth—last 
fall, and was tried and sentenced to be hanged 
the 22d of June. The Goveraor granted a re- 
prieve until July 19, in order to enable the Su- 
preme Court to examine some now and im- 
portant evidence said to have been found in the 
case. An effort will be made to prove Schlenker 
insane. 

Prof. Aughey, of the State University, has 
been working for some time analyzing the 
stomach of the man poisoned at Nebraska Cit 
recently. He came to his death by eating a dish 
of ice-cream, aud it was thougbtit had been 
doctored by some of his enemies. The Profes- 
sor has not yet completed the task, although 
he has applied tests to the stomach and liver 
for both mineral and vegetable poisons. In the 
intestines, however, the indications of mercury 
were unmistakable, and he believed at first that 
it was corrosive sublimate. 

Lancaster Lodge, No. 39, I. O. O. F., met last 
evening and installed their newly-elected 
officers. Several Grand Lodge officers assisted 
in the ceremonies. 

The Hon. W. H. Ashby, of Beatrice, was mar- 
ried the other day to a lady of San ‘Francisco, 
who came to Omaha to meet him.

Denver Wants a Mint. 
Leadville Reveitie. 

We rejoice that an edict has gone forth from 
Washington which reopens the closed mint at 
Denver. Inu all candor, we think that the prin- 
cipal coining mint of the nation should be lo- 
cated at Denver, for that point is the most cen- 
tral of any in the country for such an institu- 
tion, and it is contiguous to the largest and 
richest mining regions on the continent. At 
present there are four large coining mints in the 
country. The largest is at San Francisco, the 
next at Philadelphia, the next at Carson, and 
the other at New Orleans. The machinery of 
the latter ought to be removed to Denver, and 
the proper Congressional action to that needful 
end should be taken early in the coming ges- 
sion. Now, for some facts which would 
warrant such action. From early in 
1861 to late in 1878. the mint 
in question did not do any coining. It was vir- 
tually closed, though a féw officers were attached 
to it who made a pretense of doing some little 
assaying. All the money paid on its account 
during that period was virtually just so much 
money squandered,—absolutely wasted. Leav- 
ing out all allusion to the once rank disloyalty 
of the section in which it is located as cutting 
no figure in the ease, it may be stated without 
fear of contradiction that the New Orleans Mint 
is pow remote from all the gold and silver pro- 
ducing sections of the nation. When it was es- 
tablished, the main supply of silver for this 
country was from Mexico, and this was the near- 
est and best point of supply forcoinage. A 
good argument then for its location, and an 
equally excellent argument now for Denver by 
reason of its close proximity to the great mines 
of precious mineral which to-day are going so 
far toward the enrichment of the nation.

LEAVENWORTH, July 4, 1879.— To the Editor of 
the Leavenworth Times: The comments of the 
public press were not unexpected in regard to 
the “Spiritual Wedding” of June 20, when [ 
submitted the evidence upon which I based my 
belief that the oecurrenee was an actual verity. 
I am under great obligations to these newspa- 
per-critics for their lucid comments upon a sub- 
ject they bad never investigated, and of which 
they are profoundly ignorant; and I am more 
deeply indebted for the mantie of charity they 
had thrown over me in attributing the evidence 
I present as to the immortality of the soul 
as the result of a disordered inteilect, rather 
than an intention to deceive and impose upon 
the credulity of my fellow-men. Had I ad- 
vanced a theery tending to sustain a liberal ren- 
dering of the Scriptures as being the very truth, 
—that man after death exists as an ethereal 
nothing, without body, parts, or passions,”’ 
until at the day of judgment they are reunited 
to the former cast-off material bodies; that this 
world upon some fixed day in the future would 
be destroyed, and the elements themselves melt 
with fervent heat,—instead of contending, as I 
do, that there is not, and cannot be, any such 
thing as destruction 9 created; that 
what is termed death but a continuation of 
life; that the law of progression is as immuta- 
ble as God; that man, freed from bodily 
trammels, enters a higher and purer state of ex- 
istence, with his five senses intact, his emotions, 
his passions, and bis reason unimpaired; that, 
when he is done with earth, he still lives in a 
real, substantial world, w@ere his Creator pro- 
vides for his every want, as he does in this life, 
-el would have been regarded as the most sane 
of men, and would bave been saved from the 
convincing and excessive’y witty criticisms enliy- 
ening the columns of the public ovress for the 
last ten days. I have long since learned that it 
requires no moral courage to float with the cur- 
rent of popular preconceived opinions, but it 
does require some to buffet them. In doing so 
[am aware that I am encountering nothing 
more than others of much more consequence 
than myself encountered before me; but, sit- 
uated as I am, I congratulate myseif that I am 
in the very best of company. 

Galileo, when he announced his theory of 
planetary motion to au astonished world, was 
regarded as insane by his contemporaries, and 
was denounced by the Church for his heretical 
teaching in conftict with the word of God as 
then understood; yet his teachings were no less 
true then than now. Coming to later times, 
when Prof. Morse claimed that he had practical- 
ly annihilated time and space in the discovery 
of the Electric Telegraph, the «ame charges of 
insanity were again heard; and, in order to ob- 
tain a subsidy from Congress to put up a wire 
between Baltimore and Washington, and that 
be might convince the assembled wisdom of the 
nation that what. he asserted was the truth, he 
was compelled to coil miles of wire in the base- 
ment of the Capitol, so that by ocular demon- 
stration he might render his theory established 
fact; yet he was denounced on the floor of the 
Senate by the man who was denominated 
the great Missourian,“ the great Benton,“ 
as a lunatic, and as advancing a theory inimical 
to sound reason and common sense: but the 
experience of our age has demonstrated that, 
nothwithstanding the wisest of our kind cannot 
comprehend the law governing the electric cur- 
rent in its application to human use, yet it shows 
that Morse was no lunatic, and that the man 
who was known by the cognomen of great 
was talking recklessly upon a subject be bad 
not investigated and did not understand. It 
will aleo be recoliected that it is writien that 
nearly 1,900 vears ago the most distinguished 
personage known in the annals of time appeared 
upon the earth, and, when He announced that He 
had come to establish aspiritual kingdom by in- 
culeating peace on earth and good will to men;

in lieu thereof, there should be love for 

our enemies, prayers for those who despiteful-

by the would-be wise ones of the period, and 
even by those of the present day (not one of 
whom has ever read and comprehended a single 
book, the product of his brain), with being a 
barmless dreamer, a luvatic, and whose insane 
teachings are not worthy the attention of any 
serious and thoughtful mind. Since his time, 
however, the intelligent thinkers of Christen- 
dom are fast passing the point where they be- 
lieve the literal teachings of the Scriptures as 
established truth; that God created the heavens 
and the earth out of nothing, by the mere fiat of 
His word, in six days, and rested on the sev- 
enth; that this or any Other world of His crea- 
tion was ever created to be destroyed; or that 
man, when he shuffles off this mortal coil, is in 
any instance condemned to suffer to all eternity 
in a local bell composed of fire and brimstove, 
the fire of which is never quenched, for merely 
not believing a doema of the Church which he 
nor any one else could understand. 

To come to the case ip hand, I do not propose 
to meet those who claim that spiritual manifes- 
tations exist only in the delusions of a disordered 
intellect, with any attempt of ridicule or with a 
sneer. Neither will I follow in the vein em-

svirit-manifestations; but, in addition thereto, 
I was as well posted as the generality of reading 
men as to the exposures in Europe and America 
for the last twenty vears of pretended spirit- 
manitestations. More than this, I have been a 
receiver of the doctrines taught in the writings 
of Emanuel Swedenbort forever thirty years, 
and firmiv believed in the truth of all bis teach- 
ings as 1 understand them. He says nothing 
about spirit-materialization in any of bis works, 
but, on the contrary, asserts that, before spirits 
can be seen or conversed with by mortals, their 
spiritual seases must beopene’. In this state of 
mind, and with these impressions, I visited 
John H. Mott, at Memphis, Mo., for the express 
purpose of exposing him,—not doubting for a 
moment but that | could detect the fraud, not- 
withstanding I bad been informed by a number 
of intelligent men who had attended his services 
that they believed the manifestations genuine 
and what they purported to be. I entered on 
this investigation, and continued it for a perioa 
at different times for nearly a month,—hbaving 
seances sometimes in the daytime and some- 
times at night,—employing the same senses of 
seeing, hearing, and feeling empleved by mortals 
on earth; and i solemnly assert that I have as 
full and conclusive evidence of the existence as 
men and women of a score of my acquaintances 
and friends who have passed to the spirit- 
lite, as 1 had of their existence while on 
earth. What that evidence is, or even a 
small portion of it, it is impossible for me 
to detail in the limits allotted to this com- 
munication. Itis sufficient for me to say that 
it is satisfactory to my mind; t, in coming to 
the conclusion that I have, I Im not laboring 
under a mental delusion in tne slightest degree, 
nor am I imposed upon; and I must insist that, 
before any man is competent to determine otb- 
erwise, be must subject himself to the same or 
similar experience, and as patiently investigate 
the subject, as I have done. 

Now as to my experience with Dr. Mansfield. 


is entirely different from those manifested 
through John H. Mott. Whilst Mott is a trance 
and materializing medium, and never saw a 
spirit in his life, and has no recollection of any- 
thing that transpires iu tranee when he returns 
to his normal eondition, the normal condition of 
Mansfield is to see and converse with spirits the 
same, and at the same time, that he does with 
mortals in this life. In ali the communications 
received through Mansfield, they have in every 
instance been made without his seeing the 
questions, which called them forth. In a large 
portion of the questions asked by me, they were 
prepared before | visited bis house, placed in an 
envelope, sealed up, and unaddressed to agy one. 
I know it was impossible for him to habe seen 
the commnnoications I have from time to time 
had answered through his mediumship, with his 
naturaleyes. If he knew what anyof them 
contained, he must have acquired his informa- 
tion through the tips of his fingers, by the sense 
of touch; if be did, it is a means of arriving at 
such a knowledge I am utterly at a loss to ex- 
plain. In a great many of these communica- 
tions, even it he had, previous to answering 
them, read them with his natural eyes, he 
could not have answered them as he has done, 
under any known condition of mortal existence, 
unaided by spiritual sight. Take, for instance, 
the named guests at the wedding as set forth 
in the diagram. Dr. Mansfield is to me com- 
paratively a stranger, our acquaintance 
having deen formed in the last few 
months. 1 am as sure as I am of my 
own existence that he could not have 
known the names of my family-relations as he 
has stated them; nor can 1 believe, from any 
evidence I now have, that he couid bave known 
the family-relations which a number bore to 
Franmlin Pierce,—who thé Appletous, Caldwell, 
and others named were,—acquaintances, friends, 
or perhaps relatives of the Pierce family. As 
to the contemporaries of Swedenborg named, 
but a few of the receivers of his doctrines, intel- 
ligent and well-informed as they generally are, 
kuow that such parties ever existed. 

Mansfield’s method of answering letters is 
well known. They are sent to him carefully 
sealed in the most ingenious manner the writers 
can devise, so as to make it impossible for them 
to be opened without detection. He holds the 
letters in bis left band while the spirit gives the 
answer with his right. The answers given are 
those tothe questions contained in the letter. 
No earthly philosophy can account tor this 
process. Nothing but the intervention of 
spirit-power gives a satisfactory explana- 
tion. Dr. A. B. Child says of Mr. Mansfeld: 
Through him letters are seldom or never au- 
swered that would disturb domestic peace or 
advance pecuniary gain. Letters, too, have 
been sent to him of a most deceptive charactor, 
trivial and false; and those; too, have been 
treated with indifference, or with severe rebuke, 
accompanied with most extraordinary tests.“ 
Mansfield is not a man of letters,—a fact with 
which Prof. Felton used to disparage him; yet 
letters written in a foreign ! are ans wer- 
ed in the same. Sealed letters have n sent him 
for answer, written in Hebrew, Greek, Spanish, 
French, and Chinese; and correct answers have 
been returned, written in the same language, 
through Mr. M.’s hand, although these lan- 
guages to him are perfectly unknown. 

The Spiritual Age of May, 1850, published the 
following instance, which is perhaps among the 
most wonderful, yet it does not materially differ 
from those of his daily experience: 

One of the most interesting tests of spirit-inter- 
course thathave come toour knowledge has re- 
cently been given through Mr. Mansfield, the well- 
known writing- medium of this city; and its char- 
acter is such as may afford skeptics a new and diffi- 
cult problem for solution. The case has been 
pestiall y stated insome of the secular as well as 
Spiritual papers; out we have deferred any account 
until we could see the experiment fairly concluded, 
and be able to present the unmistakable fact in the 
case. The circumstances are these: 

A gentleman of this city has been for some time 
investigating the truth of spirit-communication 
through the mediamship of Mr. Mansfield. He had 
written several letters to his apirit-friends, sealed 
them ina manner customaryin those cases, and 
nad received replies,—generally, however, when 
he was present with Mr. M. This fact, with 
the character of the anewer received, led him to 
suppose that it was mind-reading on the part of 
the medium. He determined to satisfy himself on 
this point. With euch intent de engaged a friend 
to procure a letter from a third party unknown to 
him, and he would see if a satisfactory answer 
could de obtained when he himself was ignorant 
of the contents. Accordingly, tn due time a letter 
was put into our investigator's hands, and he pro- 
ceeded with it to Mr. Mansfield’s rooms. ere 
was no chance for mental telegraphing between 
investigator and medium, for both minds were as 
blank in reference to the letter as was the envel- 
ope which inclosed it. Inymediately, and in the 
presence of a distinguished medical gentieman of 
this city. as well as of the 2 person. Mr. 
Mansfiela’s hand was controlled to give the an- 
swer. But, the response completed, neither party 
was wiser than defore, for it was given in — 
and to themselves meaningless characters. t 
was looked upon by all asa probable fallure. 
However, our perceiving searcher after truth took 
the senseless hieroglyph and returned with the let- 
ter to his co—-operator in the experiment. The lat- 
ter, to make doubly sure sgainst the working of 
the mental telegraph, had acted through still an- 
other person in obtaining the required letter, The 
fourth and last party in the arrangement is Mr. Ar 
Showe, a very worthy Chinaman resident in this 
city. The document received from Mr. Mansfield 
was shown bim, when he at once pronounced it a 
correct answer in Chinese characters to bis letter 
addressed to the Spirit-Father! 

With this reply I leave the comments of the 
flippant public press upon the “Spiritual Wed- 
ding,“ with a confidence that nothing can dis- 
turb my faith in the soul’s immortality, and in 
human progress throughout the endless cycles 
of eternity, ia the forms of men and women.

BRAZIL’S FINANCIAL NEMESIS. 


Treasury Reports that Go from Bad to 
Worse—Increase of the 
and Failing Credit—A Great State’s Treas- 
ury Emptied by Official Profligacy and 
Subsidy Schemes.

Rio pg Jax ARO, Brazil, May 21.— The annual 
report of the Minister of Finance, Affonso Celso, 
which was presented to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties soon after the opening of the regular ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, which took place 
on the 5th inst., presents some interesting fig- 
ures bearing upou Brazilian finances. These au- 
nual statements bave been growing more and 
more interesting for many years past, but I fear 
that they are not yet well known to those mer- 
chants and capitalists who are proposing to in- 
vest iu Brazilian enterprises. 
preceding Minister of Finance, Silveira Martins, 
to the extra session of the General Assembly in 
December last, contained several startling dis- 
to the real state of the Impe- 
rial Treasury; but the report. lost much of its 
effect through an uncefined distrust of the Min- 
ister’s financial abilities, and through a belief in 
some circles that he was trying to make the case 
as desperate as possibie for political effect. 

There were a few thinking men, however, who 
knew that the straits of the Government 
not been overdrawn; and their number has 
rapidly ever since. 
steady decline in the rate of exchange—now 
down to 19% pence per milreis,—and the failing 
credit of the Government, have clearly shown 
that there is something wrong.

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THE LAST OF TEMPLE BAR. 


Three Centuries of Misterical Lore Shoveled 
and Carted Away.

On the night of the 13th of June, 1879, the 
last vestige of Temple Bar was taken away 
by the costractors, and by this time the 
southern footway which joins the Strand and 
Fleet street has doubtless been perfectly

| the United States have been but one out of 
many sources to which the English buyer look- 
ed for his supplies, and naturally paid little at- 
tention to changes here except they were in 
harmony with those occurring in other 
countries. Now that it seems probable they 
will ‘have to draw on us more largely 
than ever, really taking less from other sources, 
and wanting all we have to spare, the feeling 
bere is an important ebement in determining 
prices there. It is no wonder that there was 
pause in the British wheat circles yesterday 
when the news ot our weakness reached them, 
any more than it was strange that Liverpool 
should advance in response to the recent 
strength in Chicago. 

Wheat was sold in this city Wednesday after- 
noon for export at $1.04; and private advices 
noted an export demand yesterday in New York 
at $1.16, which is equal to not far from $1.06 
in store here. By-the-by, it was very difficult 
to understand yesterday’s public aispateh as it ap- 
peared on the blackboard. It purported to give 
the New York wheat market as $1.00 bid and $1.28 
asked for spot, while seller the month was 
quoted at $1.18 bid and $1.18%{ asked. Surely 
the bid of $1.00 for spot was mot worth report- 
ing, if any one was willing to pay $1.18 for the 
same grain delivered any time within the next 
three weelss, at the option of the seller. It is 
probable that the sender of the message in- 
tended to saythat $1.20 was bid for spot. 

D. F. Baxter was made happy yesterday, He 
paid 53c for the first car-load of No. 1 rye, and 
52}¢c for the first do oft No. 2 do, both of the 
new crop. It is surmised that one of the cars 
contained a piece of his well-known brand—Lim- 
burger. 

The report that a death from yellow fever had 
occurred in Memphis played havoc vesterday in 
produce circles. Provisions were wild on the 
early call, and grain weakened in sympatby. 
Dealers in pork products remembered how our 
trade with the South was totally stopped last 
year for seven long weeks, and prostrated a 
much longer time, by the yellow tever, and on 
the first intimation that the disease had reap- 
peared the market wilted like a mess of lard 
under a hot sun. Pork dropped 45c per bri 
within a few minutes, and short ribs declined 
ge per Ib with equal celerity. Those who had 
been holding stuff ior some time past in hope of 
an advance hastened to unload, and shorts were 
nearly the only buyers. Wheat was also excited 
in the downward direction. The market de- 
clined 2c op August deliveries and about 
de an spot; but, unlike provisions, the greatest 
weakness was exhibited in the last half of the 
‘session. There were, however, independent 
reasons for a decline in wheat. St. Louis re- 
ported a drep of 2c on receipts of 95,000 bu, and 
Olacinnati reported 102,000 bu received. There 
were rumors here to the effect that bis deliy- 
eries on July contracts will soon be made, the 
“clique” having sold out at the top prices of | 
the two days preceding, and not a few predicted 
a much more extensive break, while nota few 
thoughf they had heard whispers the preceding 
day which forebodeg the storm. Of course this 
was all guess. A reaction from previous excite- 
ment was only natural. It was well known that 
the big longs had beeu very free sellers, and the 
moment the market weakened there was a 
crowd of minor longs, each of whem had 
been holding a small quantity t sell 
at the tap, and found the crest of the wave had 
swept by them. Corn and oats declined along 
with wheat, but were steadier after the break. 
Flour was in good demand iu proportion te the 
supply, some inquiries being made by exporters. 

In the afternvon there was another break, the 
yellow fever news causing a big drop in pro- 
visions, port declining another 45c per bri, 
making the total drop of the day about 90c.

There is a 
large movement in sugars, and, as stocks in 
store are short, holders entertain very rm 
views. Coffees continue to show an advancing 
tendency. The boot and shoe market remains 
quict and firm. There was nothing new 1 
note in connection with the butter market, the 
movement continuing light, with prices still 
weak and unsettled. Cheese was quoted dull 
at Me decline. In the dried-fruit market there 
was continued quiet, though prices ruled firm, 
with prunes and currants held higher. Prices 
of leather, bagging, oils, paints, and colors were 
without appreciaple “change. Tobacco was in 
fair demand and prices were firm, fine plug hay- 
ing advanced. Coal remains dull as previously 
quoted. 1 

Lumber was slow at the sale docks. Sellers 
usually get former prices, and report a quick 
demand for piece-etuff, the arrivais of which 
are light. Considerable lumber has been sold 
to go direetly to yard docks. Common inch is 
a drug. The usual volume of business 
was transacted at the yards. Wool was 
steady and rather quiet, and hides 
in good request at recent prices. 
Hay was quiet. Secas were in small request for 
cash lots, and futures were nominal. Poultry 
met with a fair local inquiry at current prices. 
Green fruits were a shade better, the offerings 
being smaller than usual.

THE BOURBON. SURRENDER. 


What the Democrats Lost by the Extra 
Session~The Terms of Compromise Of- 
fered by the Republicans March S- Every 
Peint Surrendered by the Bourbons Ex. 
copt the Test Oath. 

Correspondence New York Times. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 6.— Those Demo- 
cratic orators and newspapers who are claiming 
that the recent extra session of Congress, so far 
as the political issues of that session were con- 
cerned, resulted in a sigual victery .for their 
party, will perhaps be surprised to learn that 
their leaders, during the closing hours of the 
Forty-fifth Congress, refused to accept terms 
which were infinitely better from a Democratic 
point of view than those ebtained after a strug- 
gie of three months and at the expense of an 
extra session of Congress. This fact is fully 
established by the record, as will be shown ia 
this dispatcb. 

The contest which will make exceptionally 
prominent we first session of the Forty-sixth 
Congress was a legacy from the preceding Con- 
gress, and the sole cause which induced the 
President to convene the Forty-sixth Congress 
in extraordinary session was the failure of the 
Legislative, Executive, and Judicial, and the 
Army Appropriation bil's. Why did those two 
bilis fail topaes! The answer to this question 
will furnish the standard by which the public 
will be enabled intelligently to decide the ques- 
tion: “Whe backed down?’ It is a well- 
known fact that the Forty-fifth Congress was 
composed of a Republican Senate aud a Demo- 
cratic House. The latter body, in which all 
appropriation bills are originated, inserted in 
the Legislative bill sections repealing the Jur- 
ors’ Test-Oath and the Federal Eleetion laws. 
The same body inserted in the Army bill a sec- 
tion which is reproduced below in order that 
the readers of the Time may sec bow little the 
Democrats actually secured by the contest of 
the last three months, compared with what they 
might have secured witbout putting the country 
to the expense of en extra session of Congress. 
The section in question is as follows: 

Suc. 51. That Sec. 2,002 of the Revised Statutes 
be amended sons to read as follow: No military 
or naval officer, or other person engaged in the 
civil, military. or naval service of the United 
States, shall order, bring. keep, or have under his 
autbority or control any troops or armed men at 
the place where any general or special election is 
held in any State, unless it be necessary to repel 
the armed enemies of the United States.” And 
that Sec. 5,528 of the Revised Statutes be amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: Every officerof the 
army er navy. or other person in the civil, mili- 
tary, or naval service of the United States, who 
orders, brings, keeps, or has under his authority 
or control any troops or armed men at any place 
where a general or special election is held in any 
State, unless such force be necessary to repel 
armed enemies of the United States, shall be fined 
not more than 85. 000, ana suffer imprisonment at 
hard labor not less than three months nor more 
than five years. 

This section was not ip the bill when it was 
reported by the Committee en Appropriations, 
but was inserted as an amendment by a vote of 
the House, iv obedience to an edict of a joint 
caucus of the Democratic Seuators and Repre- 
sentatives. ‘The political features of the Legis- 
lative bill were inserted in the same manner and 
through the same influences. In the Senate the 
political legislation was stricken from both bilis, 
and ali efforts to reach an agreement between 
the two Houses failed. On the nicht of March 
Z. Mr. Hewitt, who was Chairman of the House 
Couferenee Committee on the Army biil, made 
a final report. ip explaining the failure of the 
third attempt of the conferees to agree, Mr. 
Hewitt freely set forth the cause# which made 
an agreement impossible. He said: 

There were, however, two points of disagree- 
mentinthe bill. The bill provided forthe reor- 
ganization of the army in many clanses which were 
added after full consideration bere, as the House 
will remember. Those clauses were only inform- 
ally discussed by the conferees. Practically, they 
were passed over in order to see if an agreement 
could be arrived at on the final provision of the bill 
in regard to the presence of the troops atthe polls. 
It was very soon apparent that upon this point no 
agreement was likely tobe reached. I think I can 
state without impropriety that there would have 
deen no difficulty in arranging for such à reorgan- 
ization of the army as would have been satisfacto- 
ry to the Honse and to the Senate. Both sides pro-

In order 
that the very little secured by the Democrats on 
this pomt may be compared with what the 
could have obtained before the adjournment o 
the last Congress, the section added to the 
Army bill, which was recently passed, is given 
beiow : 

See. 5. That no money lated in this act 
is appropriated or shall be paid for the subsistence, 
equipment, traneportation, or compensation of 
aay portion of the army of the United States to be 
used as a poiice force to keep the peace at the polls 
at any election held within any State. 

It will be observed that whatever there may 
be in this section of a probibitory character is 
limited to the money appropriated by the Army 
Approoriation act for We current fiscal year, 
and that it will cease to exist as a probibitory 
clause upon the expiration of the period of time 
for which the appropriation was made. 

In reference to the Federal Election laws, the 
Democrats have gained nothing. Those laws 
remain intact, and the refusal to appropriate 
money to pay the fees of United States Marshals 
does not relieve the President from the consti- 
tutional obligation to enforce those laws with 
all the power of the Goverament, inclading 
the military power, whenever an emergency 
arises. 

The only point the Democrats gained by the 
extra session is the repeal of the jurors’ test- 
oath, and to that there was cowparatively little 
opposition. Indeed, prior to the assembling of 
the Forty-sixth Congress, the’ jurors’ test-oath 
was not considered as seriously entering into 
phe contest. 

Now, as to which party backed down. In the 
Forty-titth Congress the Democrats boldly de- 
clared that they would mot pass the Legislative 
and Army bills unless thev secured, first, the 
exclusion of every armed whether civil 
or military, from the polls, at all times and 
under all circumstances; second, the repeal of 
the jurors’ test-obthb; third, the repeal of the 
Federal Election laws. Katber than yield any 
one of these points, they caused two important 
appropriation bills to fail, and made an extra 
session ef Cougress necessary. When the For- 
ty-sixth Congress assembled they manifested 
the same degree of stubbornness, and sent to 
the Presideot the Appropriation bills contain- 
ing the political riders which had failed to pass 
a short time before, by reason of the opposition 
of a Republican Senate. They declared that no 
appropriations would be voted unless under the 
conditions which they had prescribed. And 
now, alter all the labor and expense of an extra 
session, they have secured the repeal of the 
jurors’ test-oath! wil any fair-miuded man 
say, after reading the offers made by the Re- 
publicaus before the adiournment of the last 
Congress, and comparing them with the achieve- 
ments of the extra seasion just closed, that the 
Democrats did not back down?!

The 
State cannot use it, and has invested it in inter- 
est-bearing bonds.

What is a farm? A farm is essentially a food- 
producing factory. Whatever, therefore, mars 
the object to which it is dedicated is an inroad 
upon the farmer’s resources. An engineer 
would think his landlord insane if, in an agree- 
ment as to the rent of premises, a clause were 
inserted empowering the landlord and all per- 
sons having his authority to enter the engineer- 
ing establishment when they pleased, and des- 
troy, if so minded, portions of the machinery. 
This, however, is substantially whetis done to 
the farmer by such reservation as we have re- 
produced from a form of agreement which to- 
day binds many tenant-farmers in Northumber- 
land. As we are anxious to treat this subject 
impersonally, we repress names and dates, but 
it is necessary to state that the document quot- 
ed repudiates the Agricultural Holdings act. 
With this compact before us, we indorse to the 
fullest extent our correspondent’s demand for 
“freedom of culture.“ The restrictions en- 
forced by absurd pacts impoverish the land, 
and, when the land is impoverished, the people 
cannot be enriched.
